district.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

All  parts  of  the  area  have  been  frequently  inspected  by  me 
either  alone  or  with  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  public  water  mains  have  been  extended  in  the  parishes 
of  New  Alresford  (300  yards)  and  Colden  Common  (650  yards), 
in  the  latter  case  to  supply  premises  where  the  well  water  had 
been  found  unsatisfactory. 

Periodical  examinations  of  all  public  supplies  of  water  are 
made,  and  analysis  of  well  water  supplying  cottage  properties 
where  there  is  a  reason  to  suspect  contamination  of  the  water. 

There  has  been  a  good  supply  of  water  throughout  the  district, 
and  but  a  few  complaints  of  shortage  of  water  during  the  driest 
part  of  the  season  have  been  reported. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  systems  at  Hound,  Hamble  and  Twyford  continue  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

Hound. — The  extensions  of  the  sewers  in  this  area,  mentioned 
in  my  previous  Report,  have  now  been  completed. 

West  End. — The  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  this  parish 
has  now  been  completed  and  approved  by  the  Ministry. 

New  Alresford. — The  difficulty  of  obtaining  land  for  an 
outfall  has  now  been  overcome  and  tenders  have  been  called 
for  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  serious  pollution  of  these. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  conversion  of  twelve  privy  pits  to  W.C.’s  or  pail  con¬ 
veniences  has  been  secured  as  the  result  of  informal  action. 

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  more  urbanised  portion  of  the 
district  have  the  water  carriage  system.

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  a  nuisance  from  smoke  and 
this  was  remedied  after  service  of  an  informal  notice.

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  are  carried  out  both  by  the 
County  Council  and  this  Council,  the  latter  which  secures  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  sanitary  provisions  of  Section  10,  Shops  Act, 
1934.

There  are  only  two  privately  owned  open-air  swimming  pools 
in  use  at  present  in  this  district,  one  of  these  being  in  running 
water. 

Schools. 

The  Water  Supply  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  amongst  school 
children  has  been  very  small,  viz.  : —

Other  infectious  diseases,  Measles,  Mumps  and  Whooping 
Cough,  have  been  prevalent  amongst  school  children  throughout 
the  district.  Measles  was  especially  prevalent  and  appeared  in 
seventeen  different  schools,  and  I  think  most  of  the  susceptible 
children  were  attacked.

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Scarlet  Fever. — Forty-one  cases  were  notified,  compared  with 
sixty-four  the  previous  year. 

They  occurred  in  thirteen  parishes,  the  largest  number  in  one 
parish  being  ten  at  West  End. 

There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

The  case  rate  was  1-23  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared 
with  2-41  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

All  premises  and  schools  were  visited  and  the  usual  precautions 
taken. 

Diphtheria. — Sixteen  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with 
thirty- three  the  previous  year.  They  occurred  in  eight  parishes. 

Of  the  sixteen  cases,  three  had  been  immunised,  but  they  had 
the  disease  in  a  very  mild  form. 

There  was  one  fatal  case. 

The  case  rate  was  0-48  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared 
with  1  *58  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Anti-Toxin  is  supplied  free  by  the  Council  and  is  stored  at 
several  convenient  parts  of  the  district. 

Immunisation. — This  is  given  free  to  children  up  to  five  years 
of  age,  and  a  limited  number  of  older  children  are  also  allowed  free 
treatment  at  my  discretion.  The  total  number  immunised  was 
78,  which  is  very  small  compared  with  366  the  previous  year. 

Infantile  Paralysis. — Two  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during 
the  year.  The  first  was  a  boy  at  Hedge  End,  who  probably  became 
infected  at  a  seaside  resort  where  he  had  recently  been  staying 
and  where  there  had  been  other  cases.  This  was  an  urgent  case 
requiring  immediate  treatment  by  means  of  an  artificial  breathing 
apparatus.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  these  cases  to  be 
admitted  to  Lord  Mayor’s  Treloar  Home  at  Alton,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  the  “  iron  lung  ”  was  being  used  for  another  case.  How¬ 
ever,  the  case  was  removed  within  a  few  hours  to  the  Children’s 
Hospital  at  Great  Ormonde  Street. 

The  second  case  was  a  child  at  Bramdean.  No  evidence  of 
contact  with  any  previous  case  was  found. 

Both  cases  recovered  so  far  as  immediate  danger  was  con¬ 
cerned,  but  both  were  still  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  an  artificial  breathing  apparatus 
at  both  Southampton  and  Winchester  Isolation  Hospitals.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  briefly  the  year’s  work  of  sanitary  administra¬ 
tion. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  premises  used  for  slaughtering  have  decreased  by  two 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  slaughterhouses  under  licence  is 
now  seventeen. 

One  Knacker’s  premises  have  been  rebuilt  during  the  year. 

All  the  premises  used  in  connection  with  slaughtering  of 
animals  have  been  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  throughout 
the  year. 

A  large  proportion  of  beef  sold  in  the  villages  is  obtained  by 
the  butchers  direct  from  the  abattoirs  in  neighbouring  towns.
